2 YOU remember what the Virginian said about his own famous yarn, the 
== Frawg Story’? He said, ‘When I got to the middle of it I almost be- 

lieved it myself!’’ Well, those of us who were wise enough to save Febru- 
ary the twenty-first or twenty-second for the Glee Club’s presentation of ‘‘Iolan- 
the” have improved somewhat upon the Virginian’s record—long before the 
middle of that operetta we were actually believing in fairies ourselves! A touch 
of worldliness was furnished by the lordly peers. These ‘‘pillars of the British 
Nation’’ stalked and posed most effectively about the stage; they sang with be- 
coming pride and quite humbled the “‘lower middle classes’; and at last, they 
gracefully fell victims to the undeniable spells of lovely fairy maidens—two 
maidens per peer. 


The essential humor and whimsicality of the operetta seemed to be appre- 
ciated by all the large cast, and was brought out with unusual understanding by 
the principals. Douglas Thomas, asthe Lord Chancellor, took himself with 
just that tremendous seriousness which makes every Gilbert-Sullivan character 
of the Lord-High-Executioner type quite the funniest thing in the performance. 
The Earls of Mountararat and Tolloller (in private life Girdwood Magness 
and Lee Tillman, respectively) upheld the same high standards of pomposity. 
Rowland Weber, playing the part of Strephon, the shepherd, confirmed the 
suspicions of an admiring Towson audience: he is certainly a born actor, and 
is as much at home on the stage as the rest of us envious mortals would like to 
be. The ease with which this “‘Strephon”’ assumed the double task of being 
dramatic hero and lyric tenor proved his ability as few other roles could have 
done. Margaret Reed made a beautiful and dignified Fairy Queen. Jeannette 
Sauters, as Phyllis, was a most charming heroine. Not every high school genera- 
tion can produce a smile and manner so winning, combined with the voice and 
emotional qualities of a lady who must sing as well as act. Virginia Bosley 
played the important title role with real feeling, and gave a uniformly excellent 
performance. Indeed, whatever there was of seriousness in the play was pro- 
duced directly as the result of the sincerity and appeal of Virginia’s portrayal 
of that disobedient fairy, Iolanthe. 


It only remains to comment on the fine work of all choruses—boys’, girls’, 
and ensemble—and then to conclude by placing credit where credit is due. The 
Glee Club and all who enjoyed the performance of “‘Iolanthe’’ are deeply grate- 
ful for the faithful labors of those whose parts were much less spectacular. Miss 
Reichard and Mr. O’ Toole feel rewarded, we are sure, for the hours of prepara- 
tion they spent. Jane Weisbrod, too, deserves more than passing comment on 
her accompaniment.

HE PARENT-TEACHER ASSOCIATION of the Towson Public Schools 
will complete the fifth year of its existence in June, 1930. The first presi- 

dent was Mr. George Baird in 1925. From its beginning the Associa- 
tion has been ever ready to supply the needs of the school in any way that lay 
within its province. Contributions have been made to the school library, to 
athletics, and to the improvement of the school grounds. 


In 1928 a first-aid room was fitted up in the high school. During the 
present year the P.-T. A. has purchased two victrolas—one for each school. 
The library was in use as a classroom during the building of the third story, 
but since its re-opening a full-time librarian has been employed for the re- 
mainder of the year, and many new books have been purchased. The library 
has been made bright with new tables and chairs and with attractive window 
curtains and gay posters. The library committee, with Mrs. Normal Angell as 
its chairman, has been responsible for these improvements. 


The Sunshine Committee, (Mrs. Lee Stebbins, chairman), has carried on 
the custom of sending messages of sympathy in cases of bereavement or pro- 
tracted illness. This Committee has also fitted up a first-aid room in the ele- 
mentary school and made some additions to the teachers’ room in high school. 


In order to increase the circulation of Federation News, the official publi- 
cation of The Baltimore County Federation of P.-T. A.’s, the Towson Associa- 
tion has this year paid for over six hundred subscriptions to the paper, so as to 
supply one to every family which does not receive the paper from other sources. 
The Towson P.-T. A. has taken a very satisfactory share in the activities of 
the Federation, and has reached a high position in points in the contest spon- 
sored by the Federation. 


Meetings have. been full of interest and have been increasingly well at- 
tended. The Association meets on the first Thursday of every month. The 
subjects discussed this year have included Vocational Training, Behavior Prob- 
lems, Musical Training, Travel, Health, and Crime Prevention. There has been 
music at most of the meetings, and refreshments have been served by a commit- 


tee headed by Mrs. Carl Soiné.

Criblet, assisted by Miss Ruth Wack, directed the play.

Each of the dances was well attended and 
proved a social success. “The Baltimore County Champions in Soccer Ball—the 
Towson team—were the honor guests at the Valentine dance. The congratula- 
tions of the Alumni were extended by Mr. Walter Cole. The Alumni wishes to 
express its appreciation to the ladies who have so graciously served as patronesses 
at the dances, and to thank in an especial way Mrs. George S. Buck and Miss 
Nannie Feast, who have chaperoned at every dance sponsored by the association 
in the past two years. May appreciation also be extended to Mr. Buck for his 


genuine interest and co-operation in every undertaking of the Alumni. 
During the past year the Alumni learned that on Arbor Day, 1920, the 


late Arthur C. Crommer planted a tree in memory of Ted Prince. This tree will 
be suitably marked by the association on Alumni Day in June. Plans, too, 
for the marking of Crommer Field are under way, but at the present writing 
nothing definite is decided.
